The avowed object of this series 
of addresses by Mr. Crerar was to 
outline to the people of the cities of 
the West the main principles of the 
New National Policy promulgated by 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
the policies in support of which the 
farmers are uniting irrespective of 
former party affiliations and to in- 
vite the support of all classes, in city 
as well as country, who belicve in 
the principles and policies enunciated 
in that Platform. 

It is altogether probable that: Mr. 
Crerar’s serics of mectings was also 
prompted by the fact that in the 
Cochrane by-election in Alberta Mr. 
Wood, the U.I’.A. leader in that prov- 
ince, took the ground that the farm- 
ers’ political movement was a dis- 
tinctly “class” movement, and that 
he advocated other groups and class- 
es organizing along similar “class” 
ines. This is in direct opposition to 
the policy of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture and the leaders of the 
farmers’ moyement in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba! The Grain Growers’ 
Guide made haste to repudiate the 
views advocated by Mr. Wood, “ard 
Mr. Crerar in all his speeches was at 
great pains to impress upon his hear- 
ers the fact that the promoters of the 
New National Policy, so far from en- 
couraging a “class” movement, were 
openly and strongly opposed to such 
a course, 

Apart, however, from thgir prim- 
ary object in explaining the New Na- 
tional Policy to the people of urban 
centres throughout the West, the 
speeches of Mr. Crerar served a truly 
national service in that he gave ut- 
terance to timely words of warning 
and advice, addressed particularly to 
the farmers, but which have a much 
wider application. Quoting from a 
verbatim report of his specch at Re- 
gina, we find Mr, Crerar saying: 

“In these changing times a_ great 
responsibility rests on the organized 
farmers of Canada. It rests on you 
because from the very accident of 
circumstances these things you hold 
dear are being discussed from one end 
of Canada to the other. It is a time 
when reason should guide your ac- 
tions and course in every way. If 

ou do not, and you are animated by 
mpulse alone, this splendid ediface 
you have reared and the opportunity 
that lies ahead of you will be largely 
lost. 

“I -have observed in some quarters 
what I would term fair weather Grain 
Growers coming to the front. By 
that I mean not those who have stood 
the heat and burden of the fight for 
ten years, but men who stood aside 
and let the fight go on, and now when 
they see the tide is turning and run- 
ning strong, want to throw their lot 
in with us. 1 have no fault to find 
with it. You will not find your truest} 
and best councillors among such men. | 
If you did you would have found 
them in the movement at the first.” 

These words of warning and advice 
apply to more people than the far 
mers, There is a tendency, in the 
present world unrest and upheaval, 
for people in all walks of life to break 
away from the true and tried method 
and leaders of the past and turn 
something new. Changed conditions| 
from what’ have prevailed in the past} 
are admittedly necessary, ‘This is re-| 
cognized on all sides, but the dange: 
lies in the apparent willingness of 
many people to thoughtlessly scize 
upon anything new, and of running 
to extremes. As Mr, Crerar declar- 
ed in another portion of his speech, 
this is a time above all others for all

Horses From Southern 
Alberta 

The first open sale of pure bred 
Perclion horses even held in England 
was held recently at Hendon. The 
animals, recently imported from Can- 
ada, brought an average price of 
£224, 

Two shipments of pure bred Per- 
chon horses have been made to Eng- 
land from southern Alberta within 
the last year by George Lane, the 
well known horse breeder and cattle 
rancher. The first of these shipments 
was made towards the end of 1918 
and consisted of one three-year-old 
stallion and twenty-six young mares, 
They were purchased by the Hon. 
Alexander Parker, of Norton Curlieu, 
Warwick, a prominent horse dealer in 
the old country. -A further shipment 
was made a few weeks ago, one stal- 
lion and six mares going to Colonel 
H. G, Henderson and five stallions 
and forty-two mares going to Mr. 
Parker. Mr. Lane has~also sold a 
pure bred stallion and fifty high class 
mares to’ Lord Minto, son of a former 
Governor-General of Canada. These 
animals will be shipped to Scotland. 
George Lane has the largest number 
of pure bred horses of any one breed 
in the world. His ranch in southern 
Alberta was visited by the Prince of 
Wales on the occasion of his recent 
visit to Western Canada,

Alberta and 
Plant Breeding 


Different Varieties in Wheat, Outs 
and Peas an 

The Alberta University. has sei 

aside 65 acres of land for plant- 
breeding and other agricultural cx- 
perimentation. Besides the work be- 
ing .done with wheat, similar tests 
have been. begun with barley, rye, 
Oats, alfalfa and field peas, and in 
some of these crops very promising 
results have been secured, 
“ Prof. G. H. Cutler, of the Univer- 
sity’s College of Agriculture, is in 
tharge of the experimenting work. 
He has mapped out a systematic 
campaign, the first outcome of which 
is that the university will have about 
200 bushels of registered seed — for 
distribution to the farmers next 
spring. This will be of different var- 
ieties in wheat, oats and peas. But 
the main objective of the college ce- 
realists is to produce a new carly 
wheat, 

“We are hoping,” says Prof. Cut- 
ler, “to develop through our wheat 
experiments a variety that will be 
better suited to the northern climate, 
Our aim-in general has been to com- 
bine the earliness of the Pioneer and 
Prelude varieties with the yielding 
qualities of Marquis and Red Fife, 
From several of the crosses we have 
already succeeded in gaining from 
five to six days over Marquis, but we 
intend to keep on until we have shor- 
tened the ripening period still further, 

“It will not be possible, of course, 
to shorten up too much without re- 
ducing the yield, but we can gain per- 
haps another five days without affect- 
ing the producing value. To keep up 
the yield and milling quality, and at 
the same time produce a wheat that 
will mature ten days or a fortnight 
ahead of the present varieties, is the 
problem we are working at.” 

In three years’ time, at Icast, Prof. 
Cutler now hopes, the oniversity will 
be able to announce to the world that 
a new wheat has been perfected for 
northern and middle-northern lati- 
tudes, Grain growers throughout the 
West will find it worth looking for.
